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“Wild Wheat” 
Appears To Be 
Good Producer 


A variety of wheat that appears 
to be a heavy producer, is being 
grown as an experiment by Con- 
stantines G. Liakis, who, for sev- 
eral years, has raised truck crops 
just west of Murry park in the 
city of Porterville. 

Characteristic of the wheat is 
to stool out from a single seed, 
producing from 50 to 65 shoots 
or. more, with each shoot earrying 
a head from four to six inches 
long. The grain itself grows in 
threes on the head; the stems, 
which are unusually tough, are 
from two to three feet in height. 

This year, Mr. Liakis has 14 
rows averaging about 50 feet in 
length. The seed was planted 
with a garden planter and the 
crop was irrigated twice. Wheat 
produced this year will be used 


by Mr. Liakis for seed purposes, | 


with further experiments planned 
next season, particularly, produc- 
tion without irrigation. 

Original seed came from two 
plants that Mr: Liakis found in 
his garden last summer. Each 
plant had approximately 160 
heads and from these heads, Mr. 
Liakis states that he obtained 
more than a half pound of wheat. 

The crop will be harvested by 
hand, Mr. Liakis cutting the grain 
and tieing it in sheaves prior to 
threshing by hand, ‘‘as it is done 
in the old country.” 

Mr. Liakis, who has been grow- 
ing truck crops in Porterville for 
five years, first came to America 
from his native Greece in 1906. 
He later returned, then came to 
America to stay in 1916, He 
travelled over much of the United 
States working on ranches and 

arms, picking fruit and also farm-
